AN ACT, to extend the laws of the State of Mississippi over the 
persons and property of the Indians, resident within its limits. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Mississippi, 
in General Assembly convened, 'That from and 
after the passage of this act, all the rights, privi- Form of .

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RESOLUTIONS and REPORT of the Judiciary Committee, relative 
to the rights of this State to unappropriated lands within her ju- 
risdiction, 


The committee on the judiciary, to whom was 
reported ajoiut resolution of the Legislature of the 
State of Indiana, on the subject of the right which 
the State of Indiana has to the unappropriated 
lands within her boundaries, have had the same 
under consideration, and recommend the adoption 
of the following Report and Resolutions in relation 
thereto—to wit: 

Your committee, in considering the aforesaid 
subject, are of opinion that the principles coutain- 
ed in the aforesaid resolutions adopted by the 
State of Indiana are not only correct, but must ir- 
resistibly bring us to the conclusion that the State 
of Mississippi has an undoubted right of soil to, as 
well as sovereignty over the unappropriated lands 
within her boundaries. Your committee, there- 
fore, beg leave to report the following preamble 
and resolutions for adoption : 

Wouereas, the thirteen original States, by vir- 
tue of the establisi:ment of their independence, be- 
came proprietors of the soil, as well as sovereign 
within their respective limits, at least in exclusion 
of each other, and in exclusion of the Government 
of the United States, as the same existed under 
the articles of confederation, as well as under the 
constitution of the United States, it necessarily 
follows, that the Government of the United States 
have not, and cannot exercise any right of soil 
within the acknowledged limits of a State, except 
fir purposes plainly and clearly embraced in the 
Constitution of the United States, or unless such 
right of soil in the General Government is derived 
by contract with a particular State or States, and 
for objects and purposes in relation to which the 
parties may constitutionally contract. | 

This proposition brings your commilize to the 
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enquiring into the nature, extent and effect of the 
articles of agreement and cession entered into be- 
tween the United States and the State of Georgia, 
on the 14th of April, 1502,together with the causes 
which produced that agreement and cession. Geor- 
gia at that time contained within her limits a vast 
extent of unsettled country, to which the Encian 
title was not then extinguished. “Phe treaty msk- 
ing power had, by the adoption of the constivation 
of the United States, been transmiited toth Ge- 
neral Government, and policy, as well as justice 
to the Indian tribes, required that the Indian title 
to the land within the limits of Georgia should be 
extinguished by treaty. 

The agreement about to -be entered into with 
the Genera] Government, secured to Georgia a pe- 
cunlary compensation for the right of soil to be 
parted with, presented to her the prospect of a 
speedy and amicable extinguishurent of the Indian 
title within her present limits, and the formation 
of a new and neighbouring State, and its admis- 
sion into the Union upon the footing, to all intents 
and purposes, of the original ` tates. These were 
the principal inducements on the part of Georgia, 
to enter into the articles of agreement and cession 
above referred to. It would seem that Georgia, 
by glancing her eye upon the Constitution of the 
United States, need not have doubted, but might 
have rested satisfied that the Congress of the Unit- 
ed States would not unnecessarily delay the for- 
mation of the new State, and its admission into 
ihe Union upon ihe same footing of the original 
States. ‘Ibe principles which formed the basis of 
the Government of the United States might have 
assured her that the act of Congress which gave 
birth to the new State. would not impose restric- 
tions upon it, which in their nature would sink the 
mew State below the level of the original 
States, or deprive it of any of its rights and 
privileges as a constituent member of the Union. 
Had Georgia rested satisfied with these pleasing 
anticipations, your committee are constrained te 
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say they would not have been vealized. But 
Georgia, not unmindful of the rights, privileges 
and equality which should of right be possessed 
and enjoyed by the new State, when formed and 
brought into existence inter alia, expressly provid- 
ed by the fifth section of the 18th article of the ar- 
ticles of agreement aud cession above referred to, 
that the territory thus ceded should form a Stats 
to be admitted into the Union as soon as it should 
contain sixty thousand free inhabitants; or at an 
earlier period, if Congress should think it expedi- 
ent. 


This provision, while it gave to the inh oo 
of the country thus ceded, aright to demand a 
mission into the Union as a State as soon as he 
numbers amounted to sixty thousand free inhabit- 


ants, it formed an insurmountable barrier to the im- 


position of restrictions upon them by the act or acts - 


of Congress which should give and ratify their 
birth as a State, which should in any manner lessen 
and impair their rights and privileges as a State. 
The Government of the United States was not 
without strong inducements on her part to enter 
into the articles of agreement and cession with 
Georgia. A negotiation was then pending, which 
soon after eventuated in the acquisition of the then 
Territory of Louisiana, usually called the Louisia- 
na purchase. ‘The annexation of that country to 
the United States, presented at no distant period, 
the prospect of the springing up of new States, pec- 
pled principally by emigrants fr om the old States— 
forming, at once, a cement to our Union, while it 
extended our territorial limits, and adding strength 
to our nation by banishing European power ir om, 
and lessening European influence on our continent. 
These anticipations have been realized; but a 
vast extent of country between the present State of 
Georgia and the Mississippi river, remained, as 
yet, but with a sparse population of ‘American citi- 
zens. This country was susceptible of receiving 
a large population ;—it was evident, that under the 
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fostering care of the General Government, as plain: 
ly delineated by the ordinance of Congress for the 
government of the territory of the United States, 
Northwest of the Ohio River, passed the 13th of 
July, 1787, which was to form the principles of a 
territorial government for the Mississippi Territo- 
ry, with a guarantee of admission into the Union 
as a sovereign State, as provided by agreement 
with Georgia, an extensive population would soon 
exist in the country thus ceded,—forming a con- 
necting and indissoluble link between the different 
parts of thc Union. ‘hese were some of the in- 
ducements on the part of the General Government 
in entering into the articles of agreement and ces- 
sion with Georgia. These views, not wild and vi- 
sionary, have been realized. ‘They were not only 
realized ina late contest with a powerful European 
nation, aided by savage and warlike allies, but are 
daily realized by an interchange of patriotic feel- 
ings, and a profitable and prosperous commercial 
intercourse with the various parts of the Union— 
while your committee can with pleasure ascribe to 
the General Government the aforesaid motives and 
inducements for entering into the aforesaid agree- 
ment, they would unwillingly believe that the 
sordid motive of pecuniary speculation, and, too, up- 
ona constituent member of the Union, induced 
that government to enter into the said agreement 
with Georgia.—Your committee are further inclin- 
cd to this opinicn, because they see that time has 
proven,and it was not difficult to foresee, that a new 
State or States should be formed over the country 
now embraced by Mississippi and Alabama,and an 
agreement between the United States and Georgia 
was necessary to the formation of such State or 
States. The United States could not form a new 
State within the limits of Georgia without her assent, 
Georgia could not form and cause to be admitted 
into the Union a new State without the assent of 
Congress: Your committee, therefore, in examin- 
ing into the nature of the aforesaid agreement, are 
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brought to the conclusion that the right of soil 
and sovereignty over the country ceded by Geor- 
gia to the United States was ceded to or conveyed 
to the government of the United States in frust 
for the following purposes: First that the govern- 
ment of the United States should, out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of unappropriated lands within 
the ceded territory, compensate and indemnify 
Georgia, agreeably to the articles of agreement 
and cession. This object of the trust has been 
complied with. Second, that the government of 
the United States should extend its fostering and 
protecting hand over the ceded country while in 
the condition of a territorial government ;—this 
was done not unsupported by patriotic feelings or 
unaided by valuable services on the part of the 
citizens of the Mississippi and Alabama Terri- 
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tories. Third, thatthe United States should hold . 


the right of soil to’ the unappropriated lands in 
trust for, and to be transmitted to the government 
of the new state or states to be formed ‘within 
the ceded territory ;—this object of the ¢rust has 
not been performed by the trustee, the govern- 
ment of the United States. The government of the 
United States, by an act of Congress entitled “an 
act to enable the people of the Western part of 
the Mississippi Territory to form a Constitution 
and State government, and for the admission of 
such State into the Union on an equal footing with 
the original States, passed March ist, 1817,” 
imposed upon the people of the Western part of 
the Mississippi Territory, now the State of Miss- 


i.sippi, conditions and restricticns as prerequisite’ 


to their forming a Constitution and State govern- 
ment incompatible with the articles of agreement 
and cession with Georgia. and by such conditions 
and restrictions required of the people of Missis- 
sippi, in convention, to adopt an ordinance relin- 
quishing their right to the unappropriated lands 
within her boundaries as a perquisite to their ad- 
mission into the Union as a State. Your com- 
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milice are clearly of opinion that Congress had 
no ight whatever to piesaike terms and condi- 
tions on s bich the people of Mississippi should 
form a Constitution and State government not re- 
quired by and embraced within the Constitution 
of the United States; that the Constitution of 
the United States did not permit, and the articles 
of agreement and cession between the United 
States aud Georgia forbade, Congress to require 
of the people of Mississippi as a condition pre- 
cedent to an admission into the Union as a State 
ihe relinquishment of the right of soil in and to 
the unappropriated lands within the boundaries 
of the State of Mississippi; that, therefore, so 
much of the said act of Congress as required such 
relinguishment was and is invalid, null and void, 
and that the ordinance adopted by the people of 
Mississippi in convention, in pursuance of and 
obedience to said requisition contained in said act 
of Congress, is also null and void, leaving so 
much of said act of Congress as provided. for the 
formation of a, Constitution and State- govern- 
ment and iis admission into the Union as a State, 
and the constitution of the State of Mississippi, 
except the said ordinance valid, and in full force 
and virtue. Your committee need not be told that 
it wasa contract proposed by the government of 
the United States and acceded to by the people 
of Mississippi. Your committee will furnish an 
unanswerable reply. The government of the 
United States is special and only sovereign over 
the subjects embraced in its Constitution;—the go- 
vernment of the United States did not by thé 
adoption of the Constitution of tlre United States 
acquire the right of soil to any portion of land 
within the chartered limits of any of the origi- 
nal States or become capable of acquiring such 
right except for the purpeses specified in that in- 
strument, but the right of soil existed in the 
States respectively. In support of this latter 
branch of this, proposition, your committee will 
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refer to a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the case of Harcoat’s Lessee. The 
goverament of the United States was, therefore, 
incapable of receiving from Mississippi the relin- 
quishment centained in said ordivance; butif the 
government of the United States was ever capable 
of receiving, the people of Mississipp were in- 
capable of making such relinquishment. A State 
government pessesses general and not special 
sovereignty ; the primary disposal of land—the 
appropriation of that which is common property, 
is a sovereign act; it cannot be done but by a 
sovereign ;—-sovereignty is inherent in a people 
and onalienable, except by the delegation of spe- 
cial powers in the formation of a confederacy, by 
whatever name such confederacy may be called. 
The States did not part with the right of soil 
in the formation of the government of the United 


States ;—a particular State, therefore, in being at ` 


the time of the adoptiou of tbe Constitution of 
the United States or thereafter to be brought into 
existence upon a footing with the original States, 
could not part with such right—Therefore : 

Be it resolved by the Senate ard fiouse of 
Representatives of the State of Mississippi, in 
General Assembly convened, ‘That the General 


Assembly of the State of Mississippi concur with’ 


the Legislature of the State of Indiana in the 
opinion expressed by the Legislature of that 
state, in relation to the right of said state to the 
unappropriated lands within her boundaries. 

Beit further resolved, ‘That this state; being a 
sovereign free an independent state, has the ex- 
clusive right to the soil and domain of all the un- 
appropriated lands within her acknowledged 
boundaries ; which rigit was reserved for her by 
the State of Georgia in the articles of agreement 
and cession between the State of Georgia and the 
United States and confirmed by the Constitution 
of the United States. 

Be it further resolved, That our Senators in 
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Congress be instructed, and our Representative 
requested, to use every exertion in their power, by 
reason and argument to induce the United States 
to acknowledge this vested right of the state, and 
place her upon an equal footing with the original 
states in every respect whatever, as well in fact 
as name. 

Be it further resolved, That the Governor be 
requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing re- 
port and resolutions tu each of our Senators and 
Representative in Congress, and, also, ta the 
Executive of the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri, Louisiana, Alabama and Georgia, with 
a request that the same may be laid before the 
Legislatures of their respective States.

A MEMORIAL to Congress, on the subject of forfeited lands, oa 
4th of July, 1820, id 


To the Honorable the Senate and House 
of Representatives ofthe UnitedStates 
of America, in Congress assembled : 


The Memorial of the Legislature of the State 
of Mississippi respectfully sheweth, That by the 
provisions of the act of Congress, of 23d of May, 
1828, making further provision for the extinguish- 
ment of the debt due the United States by the pur- 
chasers of public lands, all the lands further cre- 
dited in class No. 1, by far the most numerous of 
all the classes of land debtors, were to be paid for 
or forfeited by the fourth of July, 1829. 

A quantity much greater than was anticipated 
has been forfeited in this State, and the Legisla- 
ture is informed that a great proportion of those 
then compelled to submit to a forfeiture are now 
anxious to redeem their lands by perfecting the 
payments. The object of this Memorial is to call 
the attention of Congress to this subject ; to advert 
to the causes which have superinduced the rever- 
sion of these lands, and to advocate the policy as 
being advantageous, as well to the nation generally 
as to the citizens of this State, particularly, and 
doubtless notless so to the citizens of other States, 
similariy situated, which will restore to the delin- 
quents of class No. I the right of securing titles 
to their lands by completing the payments. 

The great desideratum with the United States 
in regard to its land debt, is presumed to be the 
payment in full by the land purchasers, of the west 
of the sum due by them to the government, and 
the conversion of the public domain into private 
property as early as practicable. In the attainment 
of this object, the course to be pursued unqués- 
tionably is to prevail, if possible, upon the pur- 
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chasers to pay for, instead of forfeiting their lands 
attaining, in this way, the two-fold object of liqui- 
dating the immense debt due for public lands, and 
the conversion of public into , private property.— 
This, end Mr. Crawford, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, aimed to obtain by adapting the public 
debt to the means of payment possessed by the pur- 
chasers, by the measures recommended in his re- 
port to Congress, in 1820-21, and which was 
adopted by the Government by the act of Con- 
gress of 2d of March, 1821. Circumstances which 
remain to be mentioned have prevented the object 
of these measures from being fully and entirely ac- 
complished ;— it is, however, deemed in strict ac~ 
cordance to the policy of those measures, that if the 
citizens who forfeited their lands on the 4th of July 
last, should now ask for additional time to perfect 


the payment, it should be granted. 
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The above considerations relate exclusively to 


the advantages which it is believed by this Legis- 
lature would be derived by the Government from 
the policy above referred to being pursued in the 
management of the Public Land Debt and of the 
Public Domain; but other considerations, though 
not so visible on a cursory examination, nor so ge- 
neral in their operations, in which thé welfare of 
individual citizens is immediately concerned, it-is 
believed deserves the most serious consideration of 
Congress, and will be important inducements for 
granting the additional indulgence desired. The 
first great duty which a citizen owes to his country, 
apart from the defence of it, is to procure a com- 
fortable subsistence for his family: the second to 
educate his children. ‘Those who are unacquaint- 
ed with the immense toil, perseverance and econo- 
my that is required of the American backwoods- 
man tc subdue the western forest—to erect houses, 
to open fields, to construct roads, to build bridges, 
to pay taxes to meet police charges, for county and 
other public buildings, to erect schools, colleges 
and churches; to create markets, and open facili- 
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ties for the transportation of produce, &c. &c. are 
apprized that it requires the best half of this man’s 
useful life to perform these varied duties, and to 
collect around him for the use of his family, the se- 
mi comforts of a new settler. ‘These hardships are 
also to be encountered amidst the inclemencies of 
climate and the seasons, and with a degree of ex- | 
posure that cause many, very many to sink beneath 
the arduous task. ‘To drive, then, the poor man, 
in advanced life, from his home, perhaps enfeebled 
by disease, to seek a new home in the forest, is to 
deprive his children of the means of education, and 
his family of the humble support he has been able 
to obtain for it—This cannot be the unfeeling poli- 
cy of the Government, and certainly cannot be its 
interest, if, as statesmen have said, the utmost 
strength a government can have, is founded upon 
the affections of the people, guided by their intelli- 
gence. 

It is also deemed a subject worthy of inquiry in 
what manner the poor man’s forfeiture of his lands 
affects the govérnment, and the society of which 
he is amember. By reversion and re-sale, the 
Government may, perhaps, obtain a larger sum 
than would be received if additional indulgence 
was extended, and the lands paid for by the origin- 
al purchaser. But the increased value of these 
lands is given them by the delinquents and others 
collecting into one neighbourhood, and preparing 
them, by their united exertions, for the purposes of 
agriculture, and opening to them the conveniences 
of trade: that this is the case, is made evident by 
the fact that large quantities of public lands of equal 
quality have remained, and will no doubt remair, 
for years subject to entry at the minimum price for 
which the public lands are sold. For the Govern- 
ment, then, to refuse to yield the advantages ob- 
tained by forfeiture, would be to héld to the advan- 
tages of accident and misfortune which ihe conser- 
vative influence of enlightened public opiion has, 
in a great measure, forced the unrelenting creditor 
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to abandon. In every neighbourhood in which 
forfeited lands are situated, a great majority of the 
citizens believe that the original purchaser of a 
tract of land has as gòod a moral right fo the en- 
hanced value which his labour has given to the 
land, as he has to the hat on his head, or the shoes 
on his feet. If the settler can or will give the price 
required by the Government, he is seldom oppos- 
ed. ‘There is, however, a class of men under the 
influence of different feelings; men, who spurning 
the slow progress of regular occupation, aim by 
management and finesse, assisted by accident and 
misfortune, to get possession of the embodied 
earnings of patient and toilsome, but honest indus- 
try ;—these harpies would not hesitate to purghase 
the shelter of a grey-headed patriot from under 
him. Thus the humble possession of the poor man 
would tend to swell the princely domain of his rich - 
neighbour, and himself would go to search out a 
new home in the pathless forest on the frontier.— - 
| The unsubdued bad feelings of man’s nature might 
: be called into action, and might be fostered and rè- 
_corded. Inadvetting to the measures recommend- 
'ed by Mr. Crawford, in 1820-21, it is enough to 
observe, that the causes that have prevented the 
full completion of their object are such as have 
| turned aside the course of events, and denied by 
| disappointment, the Prightest hopes. 
| The time for final Payment extended by the Gov- 
| erttment has been extremely indulgent, and the price 
more moderate than the debtors had a right to ex- 
pect ;—yet, many have failéd to be punctual who 
are desirous of paying for their lands. The rea- 
| sons of these failures are to be found in the frailty 
| of human nature. Some have been betrayed into 
‘unguarded speculations by the expectation of ex- 
| cessive abundance: Some have been misled by the 
delusion of hope, and some have been overtaken 
by unforeseen and unapprehended misfortunes.— 
To expect the many thousand land debtors, spread 
fover an empire in extent, in despite of the acci- 
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dents, misfortunes and imperfections man is heit 
to, to be universally punctual in paying for their 
lands, would be to expect impossibilities. Not to 
extend time to these delinquents, would be, in the 
opinion of this Legislature, to disregard the losses 
and sufferings of the citizens, and to exercise a de- 
gree of rigour in enforcing the terms of a contract, 
such as the improved feelings of man, and the hu- 
mane influence of society would not tolerate in in- 
dividuals. 

But this class of debtors has not been more de- 
linquent than others. The well educated and intel- 
ligent commercial man has been deceived ;—the 
pains-taking, economical and industrious manufac- 
turer has been disappointed: the best informed and 
mostactivein every pursuit are involved in distress 
and embarrassment The time, indeed, has been 
one of great calamity. To expect punctuality, then, 
from the plain sense and unassisted efforts of the 
poor cultivator, when the well-informed, Bank-as- 
sisted capitalists are yielding to the times, would 
be, in the opinion of this Legislature, cruel and un- 
charitable, and would add mockery to misfortune. 

This Legislature does not ask—it would not be 
so unreasonable as to wish, that, to relieve the dis- 
tresses of our fellow-citizens, Congress should de- 
part from the settled policy of the Govetnment— 
much less, attempt to mete out even-handed jus- 
tice to all the demands which innumerable casual- 
ties might render even proper. But preservirig 
strictly the rights of the Government, it only asks 
for time—time sufficient, and on such conditions 
as Congress may think advisable to enable the 
poor man to recover from the effects of misfortune, 
or to obtain assistance from his more fortunate 
neighbour, to enable him to secure a home for him- 
self and his family. 

Although this Legislature deems it proper to 
address Congression this subject, it does not for a 
moment doubt that the indulgence desired would 
be granted without an application. . 
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But this does not lessen the obligation the Le- 
‘gislature is under to its fellow-citizens, to memo- 
rialize the National Legislature in their behalf, and 
to express a confident hope that the relief they ask 
for will be granted.

The MEMORIAL of the Legislature of Mississippi. 


That it is important as a means to facilitate the 
survey and sale of public lands in this State and 
Louisiana, that the offices of principal deputy 
surveyors who areunder the supervision of the 
Surveyor General for both States, should be 
abolished and the States of Mississippi and 
Louisiana divided into two districts under the 
special direction of a Surveyor General for each 5 
that the salaries and perquisites of the priucipal 
deputies would be fully equal to meet the salary 
of a Surveyor General for each State. The regu- 
lations in relation to surveying claims in the two 
States are entirely dissimilar. Independent of this 
fact so many erroneaus surveys, so many default- 
ers as to private claims, have arisen and that re- 
main unsettled and unsurveyed, that it is impos- 
sible for one Surveyor General to do justice to 


both States, 
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The price of surveying public lands, in par- 
ticular sections of our State, is tojlow too authorize 
the belief that any sorveyor can be induced to en- 
ter into contract for that purpose ;—several who 
undertook the survey of the public lands in the 
County of Washingtofi have been compelled to 
abandon their contracts for the want of adequate 
compensation. 

The lands lying South of the 31st degree of 
latitude, still remain in the condition they were in 
many years ago, for the want of competent and 
correct surveyors to distinguish the public lands 
from the private claims on the township plats. 
Citizens of other parts of the state, from er- 
roneous or improper surveys, cannot attain patents 
for lands purchased and paid for long since, from 


causes known to Congress. The Legislature of — 


Mississippi need not enlarge upon this subject, 
but would respectfully ask that your honorable 
body would promptly act in providing for the 
evils complained of, and your memorialists, as in 
duty bound, would ever pray, &c. 

Resolved, that the Governor transmit a copy of 
this memorial to our Senators and Representa- 
tive in Congress.

A MEMORIAL 


‘To the honorable the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United 
States, in Congress assembled. 


The memorial of the General Assembly of the 
State of Mississippi respectfully represents, That 
whereas it appears from representations made to 
this Legislature, that the law of the Congress of 
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the United States appropriating the sixteenth sec- 
tion of land in each township for the benefit of 
schools, in each and every county in this State, 
has been inoperative as regards one section of 
land in the County of Lawrence 3 that a private 
individual (Yilim Whitehead) located himself 
on the sixteenth section, near the town of Monti- 
cello, in Lawrence County, it is presumed, witb- 
out his being apprised of the fact; that some 
years after Mr. Whiteliead discovered the situa- 
tion in which he was placed and drew a petition 
to the Surveyor General setting forth his embar- 
rassment, and representing as a grievance, the 
great loss and injury be must sustain by removing, 
and praying that the sixteenth section might be 
located elsewhere. Under these circumstances, it 
seems, he was allowed to enter the sixteenth sec- 


tion, on which he had settled, and for which he ob- 


tained a patent.- The heirs of Mr. Whitehead 
have continued to remain in peaceable possession 
of the aforesaid sixteenth section of land, under 
the faith and guarantee of a patent from the Fed- 
eral Government, and no wish or expectation is 
entertained that they can or should be dispossessed 
of their jast and equitable claim; and whereas it 
farther appears that no lecation of lands bas been 
made in lieu of the same, thereby depriving the 
citizens of the County of Lawrence of the benefits 
that might result from the application of the pro- 
ceeds as contemplated by the act of Congress of 
the United States. Therefore, yoar memorialists 
respectfully request that your honorable bodies 
pass a special act authorizing the location of a sec- 
tion of land in lieu of the Tand above specified, 
for tbe benefit of the school fand in the County of 
Lawrence, or appropriate in money the amount 
which the government of the United States re- 
ceived for the land aforesai:l, to be applied to the 
county and purposes named above, whichever you, 
in your wisdom, may think proper, and your me- 
morialists as in duty bound, &c.

at the entrance but a dreary marsh, which at night 
is dificult to avoid ; that for the want of a light at 
Josephs’ Island, vessels frequently mistake the 
channel and either get aground or are wrecked ; 
that the contractors for the transportation of the 
United States Mail by steam boats, from Mobile 
to New-Orleans, could not comply with their con- 
tract except by hiring individuals to suspend lamps 
at their private expense, and for the want of lights 
at other points the contract has been totally aban- 
doned. The importance of light houses as a means 
of facilitating the commerce of other States who 
navigate the waters of Lake Borgne and Ponchar- 
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train, must be well known to your honorable body. 
We, therefore, pray that an appropriation may be 
made to carry into effect the object of this me- 
morial.
